prophet, the Cakewalk has conquered 
Paris, writes the special correspondent 
of the New York Post. It is no longer 
a. march or solemn promenade, with al- 
lusive racial color; it has become a 
dance, rapid, -wirli sudden breaks and 
unexpected movements, exotic In time 
and tune and healthily epileptic. There 
TPHS room for it. 


Never has the disordered rhythm of 


«rotle motion BO triumphed among Pa- 
risians. From the beginning tbe cake- 
•walk has not been limited, like its pred- 
ecessors, to the promiscuousness of 
the dance balls. It has been taken up 
by tbe noblltty and the plutocrats, aud 
tbe bourgeois, half fearful of Its cor- 
rectness, bave been obliged to follow 
*b,« example. Mothers accept the inev- 
itable and console themselves with tbe 
knowledge that tbeae American iuveii- 
•UQIIB at least give tLelr daughters phys- 
ical exercise. 


It tvaa as early na October tbat I 


learned the coming of the cakewalk to 
Paris, TV here hitherto it bad been com- 
pletely unknown. My informant was n 
professor of dancing who upholds tri- 
umphantly tbe good name of Ameri- 
cans for an artistic aa vfdl as n light 
fantastic toe. He came to Pan1- year* ] 
ago, after much minstrel wanrh'nng in 
America, to tench step dances* nt tbe 
opera, which required Uiem for \\w 
j 
ballet of the Korrlgmic. Thence be 
drifted to tho English court for th*1 
children u" the Priuco of Wales ai il 
then to Spain, wbcio be taught the 
young kiag bow to Onncc the "Boston." 
Back in Paris, he has bceu tuc chief 
promoter among bis swell public of 
ibis giddy dance innsquerathnfr under 
tbe came o£ tLie city of severe culture, 
and Lie lias Just opened a superb danco 
palaco. modem style, for bis exclusive 
circles. "Tbe Boston-" be said to mo 
*'will be replaced the coming winter by 
tbe cakewalk." 


"How in the world is It to bo pro- 


nounced?" was tbe first and natural 
Question 
"Kek Vallk," u as the an- 


swer, and so it is now e\eiywhere 
known—'"\all" bcinjr sounded like the 
first syllable of "valley." 


It would be a social htudy to know 


tbe secret of tbe unanimity of vogue iu 
ILis instance. Aii American troupe— 
white and "Creoles"—brought out tbe 
cakewalk nt tho circus, to tbe unmiti- 
gated delight of children and gtown 
folks alike. Then a French adaptation 
of it—regulan?.ed with a httlc of the 
old high kicking and less oJ' tbe gro- 
tesque element—appeared commonly in 
tbe music halls. Meanwhile dancing 
teachers everyw here wore emulating 
with eacb other in tbe only real uml 
genuine cakewalk danti11, and no ball 
or party could be without it. Now, quite 
sis if it bad all been but a clever ad- 
vertising preliminary, it appears in tbe 
theater in "Florodoia," to which I hear 
it has been transplanted from some 
other English or American classic 
whose rr-nown has not 3 ft reached us— 
-'The Honey and tbe Bee." 


•"JTlorodora" 1ms quite upset nil pre- 


vious French ideas of Anglo-Saxon 
gravity. "The humor," says one severe 
critic, "is fantastic and incoherent It 
consists In tbe diameters interrupting 
Uie little they have to bey with Jiga 
and other much frenzied dancing. Tho 
music is that of dancing baloous." 
Emilo .Faguet, wbo is a sober ticademl- 
«jian, thinks, however, that it may run 
a hundred ulghts, probably because of 
tbe songs and dances. But ail arc dis- 
mayed that it should have taken pos 
session of a theater properly so called. 
-"Shall we then see Mounet Sully and 
"Mme. Bai'tet leading in a cakewalk be- 
tween the acts of Racine's tragedies?" 
croaks a prophet of woe in tbls sudden 
overthrow of the traditions. 


aCalicious critics of tbe government 


have applied tbe name of tlie cako- 
T«alfc. with its sudden break, in the mid- 
cllu, to the recent astounding declara- 
tions of tbe prime minister acknowl- 
edging the necessity of religious in- 
struction, which was supposed to be 
contrary to all his previous policy 
-After tins It only remains for one of 
the bishops to apply the metaphor to 
the first of his colleagues that disii- 
snwi with him. Then tbe triumph of 
the America n cake walk will be coui- 
-plote. for it will have invaded all clr-" 
cios of Freucb society from tbe frivo- 
lous to the grave. Meanwhile we have 
shown that we are uot only able to 
<*npture tbe world's business; we can 
also amuse il.
